Note  on  cost  per  student : 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1920  there  were  enrolled 
the  equivalent  of  549  full  time  college  students.  Dividing 
the  total  current  expense  for  the  educational  work  of  the 
college  department  for  the  year  ($195,593.36)  by  549  shows 
an  expenditure  of  $356.27  per  student.  Students  paid  in 
tuition  and  fees  a  total  of  $84,439.21  or  $153.80  per  student, 
about  43%  of  the  cost.  Deducting  the  total  receipts  from 
student  tuition  and  fees  ($84,439.21)  from  the  total  current 
expenses  for  the  educational  work  of  the  college  department 
($195,593.36)  leaves  a  balance  of  $111,154.15  or  $202.47  per 
student  as  the  net  current  cost  to  the  college  of  each  stu- 
dent. To  this  should  be  added  6%  interest  on  the  funds 
($716,428.33)  invested  in  grounds  and  unproductive  educa- 
tional buildings  and  equipment,  amounting  to  $42,985.70  or 
$78.30  per  student,  making  a  total  annual  net  cost  of  $280.77 
per  student. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  college  spent  $5,315.87  in  as- 
sisting eighty  students  with  special  scholarships.
